DDE Hereas it falleth out by wofull experience, that the great con- 


(5 4 fluence and acteſſe of exteſſiue numbers of idle, indigent, diſſolutt 
„and dangerous perſons, And the peſtering of many of them in 
: [ſmall and ſtrait roomes and habitations inithe Citie of London, 
and in and about the Suburbes of the ſame , haue bene one of the 
chiefeſt occaſions of the great Plague and moꝛtality, which hath 
not only moſt extremely abounded in and about the ſayd City, and 
Suburbes therof,and eſpeciallyin ſuch ſtrait roomes and places, 
and amongſt perſons of ſuch cualitic, but allo from thence hath moſt dangerouſly ouer⸗ 
ſpꝛead, and infected very many pꝛintipall, and other parts of this Ktalme, ( which Almighty 
God ceale at his good pleaſure ) His Maieſtie tendering the lafetie of his lowing Subiects, 
and minding as much as in him lycth,to auoide the continuance o2 renewing of ſuch moꝛta⸗ 
litie, doth by the aduice of his P21nie Countell, not onely ſtraightly require and tommand 
that his Maieſties good and pꝛofitable Oꝛders and directions alrcadie publiſhed fo2 the 
ſtaying (tf God ſo pleaſc) of the ſame Infection, be tarefullp, ſpeedily, and ducly erecuted, but 
allo doth ſtraightly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid, That no new Tenant oꝛ Jnmate, oꝛother perſon 
oꝛ perſons, be admitted to inhabite oꝛ reſide in any ſuch Houſe oꝛ plate in the ſaide Citie, Sub⸗ 
urbes, oꝛ within foure miles of the ſame, which haue bene lo infected, during the continuance 
of this Plague and moꝛtalitie, in oꝛ about the ſayd Citie, noꝛ after, vntill ſuch time and as it 
ſhall be thought ſafe and erpedient by the pꝛintipall Officers there foꝛ the time being, That 
is to ſay, it it be within the ſayd Citie, by the Alderman of the Ward, oꝛ his Oeputie ik with⸗ 
out, then by the nert Juſtice of the Peace. Wherein his Maieſtie ſtraightly doeth charge | 
and require euery ofthe ſaid Aldermen, and their Deputics, and euery Juſtice of the Peace 
to whom it ſhall appertaine, That they take ſpeciall tare, that none ofthe foꝛeſaid Roomes, 
Houſles, oꝛ plates be hereafter peſtered with multitudes of dwellers, oꝛ with any Inmates. 
And that ſuch of the ſaid Roomes, Houſes, oz places as by any Pꝛoclamation heretofoꝛe 
publiſhed,are oꝛdered oꝛ appointed to be raſcd oꝛ pulled downe, ſhall foozthwith , theſame 
being now voide, 02 as the ſame ſhall hereafter become voide, be raſed and pulled downe 
attoꝛdingly. And being once pulled downe,that they oꝛ any of them at any timeafterwards, 
ſuffer not any of the ſame to be newly erected, as they will anlwere the contrary at their 
bttermoſk perill,
